dent, The warship’s commander ac- 
ceded to his request, but declined 
to Iet him leave at once because he 
planned to bombard the American 
harbor feris next morning. 

Key remained on board and was 
an unwilling witness of the reduction 
of the fortress. When, after hours 
of bombardment. the American flag 
, continued flying, Key was moved to 
write the inspiring words of ‘The 
Star-spangled Banner.” For the tune
